Exit Free Press--- 
Exit Freedom 


For a long time, the only semblance of 
Freedom in Argentina has been in the 
columns of La Prensa, a daily newspaper 
that has dared to find fault with the Peron 
Government. By means of a phony labor 
strike, the Dictator succeeded in putting the 
paper out of business. When the thousand 
loyal employees tried to return to work they 
were attacked and beaten and one worker 
was killed. 

The police, who should have given pro- 
tection, stood idly by while» the- lawless 
“strikers” interfered with the paper’s em- 
ployees. As a result of the “disturbance”, 
the Government swore out a warrant for the 
arrest of the Publisher who outwitted the 
Government and fled to neighboring 
Uruguay. 

Now the Government, which could not 
take criticism, is secure in the knowledge 
that, having banished La Prensa, they have 
banished freedom. Such is the fate of a 
country in the toils of dictatorship. 


Child Welfare 
Storm Brewing 


A new child welfare storm may be brew- 


ing in Alberta with the demand from Liberal , 


leader Harper Prowse that a “full, complete 
and exhaustive report” be given on measures 
taken by the provincial government to im- 
plement recommendations of the Royal Com- 
mission on Child Welfare. 


It is about time someone has made this 


demand. ‘ 

Following the sordid ‘Babies for Export” 
scandal in 1948, a Royal Commission investi- 
gated the procedure of adoptions under the 
Minister of Public Welfare and made many 
recommendations to end abuses. 

The government said, in efféct, ‘“‘make all 
the recommendations you want — we'll put 
them into effect when we feel like it.” 

One of the 23 recommendations from the 
commission dealt with exporting babies for 
adoption to other countries. The commission 
asked that this end. However, babies have 
been sent to such places as Central America 
and Alaska, contrary to the directions of the 
Royal Commission. 

Findings of a Royal Commission should be 
abided by, or else the commissions will be- 
come stooges of whatever party happens to 
be in power. 

We want to know the government’s 
reason for failure to carry out many of the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission 
on Child Welfare. 


Co-Operation On 
District Rodeos 


The Claresholm stampede association has 
decided to hold, this year, a baseball tourney 
in place of the usual rodeo and stampede, in 
deference to Macleod’s big cowboy event. 
Although lack of enough cowboys is the 
reason given for the decision, we sense here 
that lack of gate receipts in sufficient quan- 
tities to keep up with expenses, may be an- 
other reason. 

In any case. we feel that this co-operation 
between the two towns is an _ excellent 
example for other towns to follow. Last 
year, several stampedes of many years 
standing were discontinued. Why not com- 
bine two or more annual rodeos in one town, 
and annual sports tourneys in another. In 
this way one good annual summer event, 
which should prove profitable, would be pre- 
served for each town, instead of two non- 
co-operating towns staging four money-los- 
ing events? 

This, of course, requires an element of 
good will and spirit of co-operation. Neither 
ee be lacking in our Alberta commu- 
nities.

The study of astronomy 4s an interesting 


, effort on the part of man to understand the uni- 


verse but the illimitable stars and 
the secrets of the sky made it 
quite clear that the only impor- 
tance that man can attach to 
himself comes from the’ belief 
that he was made in the image 
of God, a little lower than the 
angels and crowned with glory 
and honor. 

Our authority for this asser- 
tion can be found in the Bible. It 
is necessary for the contempla- 
tion of man ‘as he looks up and 
learns about the universe. The 
earth, on which we live and which seems so im- 
portant to us, is as nothing compared with the 
sun and it, in turn, is as nothing compared with 
the immensities of the known universe. 

The astronomers tell us that the sun is 864,000 
miles in diameter and, if hollow, would hold the 
earth and the moon, with room for the celestial 
object to revolve on its orbit with considerable 
space to spare. In fact, it would take a million 
and a third earths, packed into one planet, to be 
as big as the sun. 

So it comes when man, operating in a material 
world, considers himself as a physical being, he

realizes that he is nothing. It is only when man . 


becames conscious of his spiritual affinity with 
a Supreme Being and lives according to his light 
that he becomes worthy of note in a material 
universe. ps 

The distancgs of the universe are truly astrono- 
mical. Light, travelling 186.000 miles a second, 
takes four and a quarter years to reach us from 
Alpha Centauri, our nearest star. Reigel, in the 
constellation Orion, is further away and the light 
that we see started on its journey about the time 
of Joan of Arc. 


Recent revelations from competent and in-- 


telligent astronomers suggest that the number of 
galaxies in the universe is practically without limit. 
Distant star-clusters that form the mysterious 
nebulae are, even yet, beyond the intelligence 
or imagination of the best human minds. 


Anti-Rat Campaign 
Speeded In Alberta 


Under the slogan of “KROOA”—a catch word 
formed from the first letters of the phrase “Keep 
Rats Out of Alberta’—the Department of Agricul- 
ture is organizing a campaign to repel a threatened 
rat invasion of Alberta. 

Rats provide a definite threat to Alberta. Last 
summer a colony of rats was found living on a farm 
near Alsask and quickly destroyed. This was the 
first evidence in the history of Alberta of a colony 
of rats establishing itself in the province. 

A number of rat colonies already have been 
established in Saskatchewan on the eastern boun- 
dary of Mat province. These colonies are the 
forward outposts of a large and destructive army 


‘of rats which is moving northwest towards Al- 


berta at a rate of about five miles a year. There 
is also the possibility of rats coming into the prov- 


ince on freight trains, and trucks from rat-. 


infested areas. 

The first legislative measures to prevent the 
establishment of rats in Alberta was taken when 
the Minister of Agriculture declared the rat a 
pest under the Agricultural Pests Act of Alberta, 


- an act administered by. the Department of Agri- 


culture. 

The pest control officers are the basis of the 
anti-rat program. These officers are appointed by 
their municipalities, villages, towns, cities or other 
local governments and will supervise and apply rat 
control measure with advice from the local district 
agriculturist. Currently fhere are 110 pest control 
officers appointed in Alberta and other are being 
appointed.

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Wilderness Hazards Fail 
To Halt Road Crews 


Sub-Zero temperatures, prowling wolves and bears, and 
the hardships of surveying a road in trackless wilderness have 
failed to deter progress of Alberta Public Works crews sur- 
veying the Whitecourt to Valleyview highway. 


The proposed highway on which 
the crews are working will run 
from Whitecourt along the Atha- 
basca River, then in a north-west- 
erly direction to Valleyview, a 
probable road distance of approxi- 


_ mately 110 miles, or pass through 


Snipe Lake. At the moment, speci- 
fications for the proposed high- 
way call for 200 feet of right-of- 
way with a highway surface of 36 
feet in width. 

The road will offer a short route 
from Edmonton to the Peace 
River Valley. Through it the econ- 
omy of the Peace River area and 
the life of its residents will be 
linked more closely with the econ- 
omy of the rest of the province. 

When it was decided in 1950 to 
start construction of such a high- 
way, A. Frame, Highway Com- 
missioner and A. M. Paull, Chief 
Construction Engineer, using a 
helicopter, reviewed the whole 
area including Snipe Lake area, in 
order to find proper bridge sites 
to cross the Athabasca River and 
to find a good general location for 
such a highway. Work on the sur- 
vey actually began in October 
with two survey crews. One crew 
working southeast from Valley- 
view through previously surveyed 
country and following an old sur- 
vey line, has penetrated approxi- 
mately 28 miles of country. The 
other crew, moving at the rate of 
about 4,000 feet a day along the 
previously surveyed road, has

moved 31 miles towards its junc- 
tion with the Valleyview crew 
near Iosegun Lake or Hash Lake, 
which is approximately 55 miles 
from Whitecourt. 

Because the spring thaw makes 
ground movement almost impes- 
sible, the survey crews had to halt 
work last week until the summer 
months. 

In the area which the road will 
traverse there is much good farm- 
ing land as well as many acres of 
burnt over timber.

Many other acres in the munici- 
pality come under the same ar- 
rahgement, but in a slightly dif- 
‘ferent sense. However, in any 
way you may want to look at it, 
there is no dictatorship about 
supervision. The Board’s interest 
is that of common interest to all. 
This article is intended as an ex- 
planation of the principle on which 
the Service Board works. 

The Agricultural Service Board 
Act, which was passed in 1945, has 
been called ‘new and radical. It 
is relatively new in Alberta. The 
principle on which it is based is 
older and contained in The Corn 
Act of Britain. It is based on the 
Soil Conservation Laws of the 
United States, Australia, New 
Zealand, and South Africa. Sas- 
katchewan has Agricultural Com- 
mittees and Manitoba uses princi- 
ples which are applied in The 
Agricultural Service Board Act of 
Alberta. 

Part of the decision in a recent, 
important law case in this cqyinec- 
tion, is as follows: ‘Under our 
form of government (said the 
court) the use of property and the 
making of contracts are normally 
matters of private and not public 
concern. The general rule is that 
both shall be free from govern- 
mental interference, but neither 
property rights nor contract rights 
are absolute; for governments can- 
not exist if the citizen may at will 
use his property to the detriment 
of his fellows or exercises his free- 
dom #to work them harm”. Equally 
fundamental with the private 
right is that of the public to regu- 
late in the common interest. That 
is the principle applied in super- 
vision on certain farms. 

Members of the Agricultural 
Service Board are elected or ap- 
pointed annually by the elected 
representatives of the ratepayers. 
They appoint a secretary. The 
Department of Agriculture ap- 
points the District Agriculturist as 
its representative on the Board. 
On the recommendation of this 
Board, the Municipal Council em- 
ploys a Field Supervisor. Thus, 
there are four practical farmers 
and two technical Agriculturists, 
who in case of Kneehill M.D. are 
University of Alberta Graduates 
in Agriculture. Decisions made 
by the Board are passed as recom- 
mendations to the Municipal Coun- 
cil. It is under that authority that 
land is taken under supervision or 
reclamation. The owner of the 
land is present or represented at 
meetings of Board and Council. 
The Board is made up of reason-

able men. They understand ané 
appreciate the difficulty that some 
farmers have. In any plan that 
is recommended for a farm there 
is always an alternative method 
so the farmer has some choice. 
Willing co-operation always brings 
the best results for all concerned. 

Broadly speaking, the Agricul- 
tural Service Board has three main 
objects: 

(1) A program to secure greater 
and more direct service from the 
District Agriculturist. 


(2) To provide more effective 
approach to weed control, water 
and soil conservation. 


(3) To assist the District Agri- 
culturist in developing and imple- 
menting policies which will im- 
prove agricultural conditions for 
those who carry on the job of rais- 
ing crops ‘and feeding livestock, 
which are essential in the progress 
of this municipality. 

The Government of Alberta, 
through the Department of Agri- 
culture and the Agricultural Ser- 
vice Board Act can make liberal 
grants to assist in any worthwhile 
program of improvement. A grant 
of $13,000.00 is available for any 
Municipality that wishes to intro- 
duce a Seed Cleaning Plant on a 
three-way plan. This is considered 
necessary in a program of seed 
improvement. Financial assistance 
is given in the Livestock Improve- 
ment Policy. The Government 


pays up to $1,000.00 towards the 
salary of a qualified Field Super- 
visor and up to $400.00 in expenses 
to carry on eduactional and survey 
work. Seed Drill and Soil Con- 
servation Surveys are assisted by 


the Government. Part of the ex 
penses for publicity, which in- 
cludes camera and film, is paid by 
the Government. .Any agricultural 
improvement work, undertaken by 
the Agricultural Service Board is 
supported by the Department of 
Agriculture. 

The possibilities of the Agricul-& 
tural Service Board are unlimited. 
With a wide vision and a willing- 
ness to undertake to solve the 
many problems that confront 
farmers, the Service Board can 
perform a very worthwhile service 
to this community. Farmers who 
are receptive to new ideas—new 
methods—new conceptions, can 
work with the Board to insure 
a greater future for all of us. 
Farmers alive with energy and 
enthusiasm for their job can make 
the Service Board a very useful 
group of men, Who can and will 
introduce improvements.
